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Airport growth 
will be studied 


BV HENRY CANTIN’ 

The Southeastern Michigan Council of Governments 
iSEMCOG) has been requested by the Wayne County Road 
Commission to grant its approval of a commission ap- 
plication for federal funds for an all-out study of the proposed 
expansion of the Willow Run Airport, headquartered in 
Ypsilanti. 

A road commission communication to SEMCOG 
requesting favorable action on the application for federal 
money stated that the money is to be used to hire consultants 
and related personnel to make the study prior to the holding 
of an environmental hearing on the proposed expansion of the 
airport. 

All federal grants involving regional programs such as the 
proposed expansion of Willow Run must be process through 
SEMCOG. 

The Wayne County Planning Commission has recom- 
mended the filing of the commission's request to SEMCOG, 
for such a study. 

The expansion of the airport to become a regional air 
cargo, general aviation and relief facility for the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport based in the City of Romulus was 
proposed by the Wayne County Road Commission in 
February, 1970. 

The road commission owns and operates the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. The proposed expansion would make 
Willow Run Airport the world’s largest air cargo facility. 

When informed of the commission’s request to SEMCOG, 
Van Buren Township Supervisor G. Elton said: 

“We will be opposing this every way. It is a waste of money 
on a project we don’t want. The people here are against the 


proposed airport expansion.' 

The expansion plans for Willow Run have met fierce op- 
position from the Van Buren Township Board as w f ell as 
residents who turned down 2,274 to 906 a May 16 advisory vote 
proposition asking whether or not they would favor the ex- 
pansion of the airport into a major air cargo terminal. 

Since then Gollwitzer has spearheaded the township’s 
opposition to the proposed expansion. 

“I feel money is wasted. We and the people have spoken on 
the proposed airport expansion. The governor recently stated 
“let the people be heard.’’ They have Spoken.” 

In answer to the latest move on the part of the road com- 
mission, the Van Buren Township board Tuesday night in- 
structed Township Attorney Philip Rice to draw up a 
resolution applying for federal funding to Van Buren 
Township for conducting a detailed study determining the 
immediate and long term effects the expansion of Willow 
Run Airport will have on Van Buren Township and 
surrounding areas. 

Rice also was directed to make application to the Wayne 
County Planning Commission for its recommendation of the 
above study. 

The motion calling for board approval of the resolution 
seeking federal funding was made at last week’s board 
meeting by Township Clerk Mrs. Patricia Cullin. She was 
supported by Township Treasurer and board member Ralph 
Hedman. The motion was unanimously approved. 

The proposed expansion of Willow Run Airport would 
consume about 1,840 acres of township land and eliminate 
many homes and businesses in addition to the township hall 
and two schools.

City ignores court ruling 


The Romulus City Council 
has chosen to ignore a circuit 
court ruling, and to override 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael’s 
veto, in favor of maintaining a 
private road. 

The council last Tuesday 
overrode the mayor’s veto in a 
5 to 2 vote, and ordered the 
city to maintain Herman 
Street west of Ozga Road. At 
the same time, the council 
ordered the city attorney to 
appeal a ruling by Judge 
George E. Bowles’ that 
Herman is a private thorough- 
fare, and not entitled to 
maintenance with public 
funds. 

Carmichael's veto came 
after Judge Bowles ruled in 
favor of citizens suing the city 
over the maintenance of 
Herman. The citizens bringing 


the suit against the city in- 
dicated that Herman was 
never dedicated to the city, 


and was not entitled to city tax 
money for its maintenance.

The police department of the City of Belleville has 
reported its first purse snatching. Police said it was “the first 
one in the history of Belleville.” 

Victim of the recent purse snatching was Shirley Edwards 
of 6400 Rawsonville Rd.. Belleville She told police that she 
had left Kirk’s Drug Store in downtown Belleville at about 5 
p.m. Jan. 21 when a white male grabbed her purse containing 
$5 and other items. 

She said the suspect escaped in a car parked in the alley 
behind the store. The motor was running. 

Police Chief Clayton McLaughlin, said the purse was 
turned into po.lice the next day by Clinton McNett of 
Romulus, who said he found the purse on Hannan Road 
between Barth and Superior Street. The money was missing. 

McLaughlin said the purse snatching is the first reported 
snatching in the history of the city.

Moore speculated that one 
means of regaining the lost 
funds could be a civil suit 
against those in charge of 
handling the money in 1970. 
“There are several people 
who handled the money 
before, and they could be held 
accountable. ’’ he said “We 
won’t know, however, until 
our attorney gives us advice 
on the matter ”

Greenfield Village and the Henry Ford Museum, located in 
Dearborn, is a 200 acre living history of Americana. It stands 
as a tribute by one of America’s inventive giants, Henry 
Ford, to the creative genius of the man he considered to be 
our greatest American, Thomas Alva Edison. It is his tribute 
also, to the achievements, ideals and hard work of many 
dedicated Americans who helped shape our nation’s destiny. 

The Menlo Park compound in Greenfield Village reflects 
Henry Ford’s great admiration and friendship for Thomas 
Edison. It consists of five buildings; the laboratory, office 
and library, little glass h'-»use where the first successful light 
bulb was blown, carbon' shed, carpenter shed and machine 
shop, all surrounded by a white picket fence. 

nro* 

Each building was r**constructed from, or is a replica of, 
those used by Edison .it Menlo Park, New Jersey Visitors 
may notice a reddish color in the soil inside the picket fence 
that differs from the rest of the village. The soil was brought 
to the village from Menlo Park, a prime example of Henry 
Ford’s meticulous attention to detail and authenticity that 
prevails throughout Greenfield Village. 

Edison's laboratory saw the birth of the first phonograph, 
the microphone, telephone transmitter, the electric pen - 
forerunner of modern stencil duplication - and numerous 
other inventions that contributed to man’s comfort and 
happiness. 

It was here too. that Tom Edison gave light to the world. 
The building was completely restored to Edison’s personal 
satisfaction and contains original apparatus and in- 
struments as well as models of many of his inventions. On 
October 21, 1929 - 50 years to the day after the discovery of the 
first practical incandescent lamp - "the Wizzard of Menlo 
Park" came to Greenfield Village to re-enact that historic 
moment. 

Greenfield Village is composed of more than 100 buildings 
Most transported from many areas of the country and 
reassembled at the village. They range from the bleak slave 
huts from the hermitage plantation of Georgia to the 
gracious home of Noah Webster; from the blacksmith shop 
with its glowing forge, to the small converted shed that was 
the birthplace of the Ford automobile. 

Visitors can watch silk thread being produced directly 
from cocoons, the cooper fashioning wooden buckets without 
the aid of glue or nails, or pose, as grandmother did, for a 
tintype portrait. 

Greenfield Village depicts and preserves, in period settings 
and working craft shops, American life as it was lived, ac- 
cording to the concepts of its founder, Henry Ford. 

Expressing his aims for the village, Ford said in part, “By 
looking at things people used and that show the way they 


lived, a better and truer impression can be gained than could 
be had in a month of reading - even if there were books whose 
authors had the facilities to discover the minute details of the 
older life." 

Henry Ford Museum, on the other hand, deals more with 
the specifics of human and technical history. It provides in 
three-dimensional form, and presents in chronological 
sequence, the tools, machinery and artifacts pertinent to 
three and one half centuries of American life.

Van Buren Township also has the assistance of the Wayne 
County Sheriff Department's road patrol and State Police in 
law enforcement work. 

Willet said the police department w-as reorganized in 1972 
with the approval of the township board. The department 
now* consists of one police commissioner, a member of the 
board, one police chief, four sergeants and 16 police officers. 

The annual report broke down the road patrol hours as 
follows: 

Department personnel spent 642 hours on school details, 
402 hours on special police duty at Flag’s Restaurant, located 
on Belleville Road at the 1-94 Expressway and 460 hours of 
police duty at the 1972 Wayne County 4-H Fair 

The department received a total of $3,238 from the 
restaurant and 4-H Fair officials in payment for the special 
police protection. School duty brought in $1,377 and another

It all goes back to the first shots fired in the busing fight 
two years ago when Senator Coleman A. Young (D-Detroit) 
told the chamber: 

•■If \ on really want lo help the schools in Detroit, then send 
money But. if you don’t send money, you’re going to have to 
send buses.” / 

Taxpayers, and the Michigan Supreme Court, have chosen 
to send money, leaving to some misty future day the more 
basic problems of equal housing and job opportunities. 


The court opened the way with its split decision that the 
manner of Michigan’s distribution of school money is 
inequitable and, is thus, unconstitutional 
There is a growing clamor that the property tax, w'hich 
foots about 50 per cent of the school operating bill, is also 
inequitable — a question the court did not answer 

Thus the issue before the legislature in drafting the 1973-74 
school aid bill is quality education for all. the same number of 
dollars spent on each child 

So if the busing question revolves around quality education 
and. as the court implies, quality education can be obtained 
only by money, the busing issue is dead 
The legislature, which for two years has fulminated about

There’s a healthy trend 
growing among our fellow 
citizens of Michigan. It seems 
that some of our citizenry has 
decided to get involved in the 
running of our state govern- 
ment. 

First there was the Lansing 
man - Jerry Blakslee, 29, by 
name - who created such a 
citizen stir over the junket of 
38 Michigan legislators to 
Miami in early December that 
some 500 citizens turned out at 
the Capitol in Lansing to voice 
their objections upon the 
legislators’ return. 

Now there’s the lawsuit, 
filed in Wayne County Circuit 
Court last Friday, to force the 
six lameduck legislators on 
lhat Florida trip to reimburse 
the state treasurery the funds 
used for expenses to Miami. 

The two men filing the class 
action suit are a Detroit high 
school principal, Emeral A. 
Crosby, and a high school 
teacher, Douglas Mackenzie. 

We applaud the two men 
despite what former state 
representative Alex Pilch, one 
of the six lameducks who 
made the said trip over the 


weekend when revealing that 
he had reimbursed the state 
the $447 he had spent. 

Pilch, who lost out in 
August’s primary election in 
his bid to win a fourth term in 
the state legislature, was 
critical of the two men for not 
bothering to get the “facts” in 
preparing their lawsuit. 

While we will agree that the 
two men may not deserve an 
“A" for their lawsuit 
homework, we would have to 
differ with our former 
representative - Pilch’s 
former 32nd District included 
the east portion of Inkster - on 
the over-all aspect of the trip. 

As a lameduck - a person 
who is about to leave public 
office for such reasons as 
being defeated in an election 
or having announced 
retirement from a public 
office - Pilch had no business 
in the first place putting in for 
expense funds for the trip to 
Flordia. 

Nor did any of the other five 
lameduck legislators from 
throughout the state. Nor 


probably did too many of the 
other 32 legislators who made 
the trip to sunny Florida in 
early December. 

Secondly, if Pilch wanted to 
avoid the criticism to himself 
and his family that resulted 
from the trip - as he has been 
quoted in the news media - he 
could have made a public 
statement lhat he had 
returned the $447. 

He did not, preferring in- 
stead to let the $447 reim- 
bursement just become the 
matter of public record as it 
did through expense account 
documents. 

We hope more people ‘ get 
involved in their government, 
not just at the state level that 
has drawn so much interest of 
late but at the local and nat- 
ional levels too. 
but at the local and national 
levels too. 

After all, the people of the 
United States, Michigan and 
Western Wayne County have a 
big investment in their 
government. 

So they should care more 
than they really do.

Michigan lawmakers 
file anti-busing bill 


Three Michigan 
congressmen have introduced 
a proposed constitutional 
amendment which would 
prohibit cross district busing 
such as that ordered for the 
greater Detroit Metropolitan 
area or busing cart led out in 
pursuit of racial balance. 

This initiative was taken by 
Reps James G O’Hara, 
Lucien N Nedzi and Robert J 
Huber O’Hara and Nedzi are 
Democrats and Huber, a 
freshman in this Congress, is a 
Republican 

They were joined by four 
other members of the 
Michigan delegation 
Democratic Reps Martha W 
Griffiths. William D. Ford and 
John I) Dingell and 
Republican Rep William 
Broomfield 

In a joint statement the 
sponsors of the amendment 
said 

“We are convinced that 
busing is wTong It is im- 
perative that the U.S. 
Supreme Court rule quickly 
and decisively against busing 
and thereby decide the 
question once and for all 
However, if the court favors 
busing, the only alternative is 
a constitutional amendment 
The language of the 
proposed amendments reads 

“No pari of this con- 
stitution shall be construed to

In the closing days of the 
old Congress, the Senate 
filibustered to death a House- 
approved bill which would 
have placed stringent limits 
on busing 

The Michigan congressmen 
explained that they were not 
wedded exclusively to the 
language of their proposed 
amendment 

Several versions of a con- 
stitutional amendment have 
been offered in Congress, 
including Griffin’s. The 
Michigan congressmen said 
when the time comes for a 
decision in the House “they 
will support that version 
which has the best chance to 
prevail ”

they make field inspections 

NIllS offers its services to 
homebuyers who want the 
reassurance of a structural 
inspection before making an 
offer or closing a deal for a 
new or used home For a fee. 
inspectors check the house 
from roof to basement and 
furnish buyers with a written 
report, including items such 
as the roof that may have to be 
repaired or replaced 

NH1S inspectors use field 
glasses to check the roof from 
ground level The flashlight is 
used to peer around dark 
comers of the attic, where 
telltale water stains may warn 
of a roof leak 

"Climbing up on the roof is 
damage the roof.” said Heyn 
He offers these hints in 
estimating the condition of the 
roof: 

1 The heavier and thicker 
the roof covering, the better 
the quality. For example, a 
heavyweight asphalt shingle 
roof is designed to last 25 
years or more, whereas 


standard shingles have a 15- 
year life expectancy 
2. From the ground, look for 
cracks, blistered surfaces, 
curled or missing shingles 
Granules on a new roof have 
luster, whereas a dull, fiat or 
faded color is a sign of againg 
3 Check base of downspouts 
for excess granule deposits. 
Ceramically-eoated mineral 
granules 'protect asphalt 
shingles from the sun s drying 


rays and provide the shingles 
with fire resistance Loss of 
granules accelerates the 
aging process. 

When a homeowner wants to 
select a roofing contractor for 
a re-roofing job. Heyn 
suggests checking with the 
local Better Business Bureau, 
roofers' association, or a 
neighbor whose home was 
recently re-roofed 


Is your roof one of them? 

Deierminmg whether your 
home needs a new roof is not 
simply a matter of looking for 
leaks in your attic during a 
rainstorm Unseen leaks, 
which permit moisture to seep 
down through the roof 
structure and into the walls 
can cause serious damage to 
your home before you're 
aware that anything is wrong 

For this reason, experts 
recommend that you have a 
qualified roofer inspect your 
roof every two or three years 
— especially if your present 
roof surface is more than 15 
years old 

You can, of course make 
preliminary checks on your 
own Warped, cracked, or 
missing shingles are obvious 
signs that surface repairs are 
in order. And they may point 
to more serious damage un- 
derneath Moisture in the 
walls, flaking plaster inside or 
peeling paint outside might 
idso indicate that your roof is 
no longer doing its job 

If you suspect trouble, have 
a qualified roofer inspect your 
home The amount of damage 
a faulty roof can do to your 
home makes the project too 
risky to leave to the 
judgement of the average do- 
it-yourselfer 

Once you decide to put a new’ 
roof on your home, you still 
have several options to con- 
sider before you buy. 

In 'recent years. the 
roofing industry has 
developed new types of 


shingles that are longer- 
lasling. more fire- 
resistant. and more attractive 
than ever before Whatever 
style you select, however, 
chances are that it will be an 
asphalt shingle. Asphalt 
shingles cover 75 per cent of 
the nation’s homes, and their 
popularity grows every year 
The basic asphalt shingle 
consists of a heavy sheet of 
felt which is saturated with 
asphalt, then, when dried, is 
given another coating of 
asphalt and a covering of 
colored mineral granules The 
granules help the shingle 
retain its life-giving asphalt 
saturant. and also allow 
manufacturers to offer a wide 
variety of roofing colors 
The basic advantages of 
asphalt shingles are 
durability, fire-resistance, 
ease of repair, freedom from 
maintenance, a wide range of 
colors, and perhaps of 
greatest importance to the 
average homeowner, 
reasonable cost. Con- 
sequently. asphalt singles 
traditionally outsell all other 
varieties by a wide margin 


The others include wood 
shingles, asbestos shingles, 
slate, tile and various metal 
shingles 

/Ml are more expensive than 
asphalt, and have other 
drawbacks, depending on the 
conditions in the area. 

Chances are, then, that you

about 165 to 380 pounds per 
square As a general rule, the 
heavier shingles offer more 
years of protection and cost 
more This does not mean, 
however, that lighter weight 
shingles cannot be ideal for 
your roofing needs.

In days of yore, brave 
knights battled in suits of 
armor The armor protected 
the knight against the 
weapons of his foe. while 
adding about 60 pounds to his 
fighting weight 

The extra weight was in- 
significant when compared to 
the “armor" carried by a 
home as protect ion against the 
elements For example, a 
quality roof on an average 
home might add as much as 
three tons. 

That would be the ap- 
proximate weight of a 2.000- 
square-foot roof covered with 
heavyweight asphalt shingles 


Weight is only one of the 
factors in judging the quality 
of a roof: design life is 
another A top-of-the-line 
asphalt shingle is designed to 
last up to 25 years. 

Contributing to both the 
weight and life expectancy of 
asphalt shingles are the 
mineral granules embedded in 
the surface. These little 
“rocks" protect the shingle 

from the sun's drying rays, 
which can cause roofing to 


crack and blister. The 
ceramic clad granules also 
add the fire resistance and 
color for which asphalt 
shingles are known 
Mineral granules also can 
perform another function. In 
warm, humid areas of the 
South, where most roofing is 
susceptible to staining from 
fungus and algae, asphalt 
shingles are available with 
chemically-treated white 
granules designed to prevent 
discoloration.

About that 
designated 
hitter rule

Did you know that Babe Ruth, the immortal home run king, 
was a pitcher in his early days of professional baseball? 

I was just wondering what would have happened to his 
career if the soon to be enacted "designated hitter rule" 
would have been in effect during his playing days. 

Poor fans, we would have never known about Ruth’s 
slugging ability. He would have been yanked everytime he 
was up at the plate. 

But "the Babe’’ was a one in a million shot, as the saying 
goes and baseball today wants to keep up with the "more jet 
set.” more touchdowns. More baskets. More runs. 

Therefore the American League has recently approved 
the new rule that will enable a manager to replace his pitcher 
ill i he plate with anyone he has on the bench. But the 
designation must be made before the game. The pitcher, 
however, will be allowed to do his thing. 

Will high schools in the area, which usually look to the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association for guidance in 
such things as rules changes, follow in pursuit? 

Ii s unlikely, according to some of the coaches we talked to. 

“The new- rule is basically a good rule," said Norm Hoenes, 
John Glenn’s veteran baseball coach. "Baseball needed a 
'‘hot in the arm and this is a step in the right direction 
However, 1 don’t think we would approve such a rule in our 
conference (Northwest Suburban) though I personally 
wouldn't be against it. 

"Moreover, the high school pitcher is usually the best 
athlete.” said Hoenes. "so you'wouldn’t want anyone pinch- 
hitting for him " 

Garden C’itx East's John Kulazenka also doesn't see the 
new rule infiltrating into the prep ranks because, "the pit- 
chers are among the leading hitters." 

"But I guess baseball needed something to speed up and 
liven up the game.” Kulazenka said, "and there will be some 
managers who w ill have a pretty good lineup because of it, 
and some pitchers will win a few more. 

"Take Mickey Lolich How many times has he been behind 
l-o then yanked.” the East mentor said. "The first guy who 
usually goes when a team is behind is the pitcher 

"But this rule probably will also extend the careers of some 
of the old timers like Kaline Howard, Cash and Gates 
Brown.” Kulazenka added, "it’s going to be interesting to see 
what happens.” 

T(*d Rogers, who says he’s an "old fashion baseball man", 
is categorically against the new rule. 

"It ’s a rule to please the fan and not improve the game." 
said Rogers, "and I’m against it. In essence, baseball should 
concentrate on the quality of its games." 

Rogers said in his opinion that "baseball is hurting at the 
ticket office and the owners are trying to fatten their purses. 

"Fans complain because the game is slow as compared to 
hockey and football and basketball and when owners see the 
huge crowds jam into football stadiums, they apparently are 
wondering, 'why not baseball, too?’ So they’re out to change 
the game 

"It’s obvious, when you play 16 football games that you’re 
going to have packed stadiums. Cut down the number of 
baseball games and add quality and there will be a difference 
in gale receipts as well ”

WHEREAS: The U S. Chamber of Commerce has in- 
spired a concerted attack against assistance to strikers and 
their families who are otherwise eligible for welfare 
because of need, and 

WHEREAS: The Chamber of Commerce has gone to 
Congress, to the Courts, to the media and even to academia 
in its single-minded attempt to deny relief to needy strikers 
and their families, and 

WHEREAS: The Social and Rehabilitation Service of the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) did 
on January 3, 1973 place in the Federal Register two 
alternative regulations for public comment: 

Alternative A - would deny assistance to families of 
strikers simply because they are strikers. 

Alternative B - would recognize need as the sole criterion. 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus, as is the UAW, op- 
posed to Alternative A as discriminatory and unacceptable 
in a just society, but. 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus as does the UAW, 
support Alternative B in that: 

1) Need should be the basic determinant of eligibility for 
welfare 

2) Discrimination atewst strikers and their families who 
are in need would put the government on the side of the 
employer in union disputes 

3) Since workers through their income taxes help defray 
cost of welfare programs, they should receive identical 
rights as does all other citizens with respect to applications 
for welfare assistance when they are in need. 

4) Recent legislative history has amply demonstrated 
that the Congress does not desire to ally government and 
employer in labor disputes by denying eligibility to strikers. 
On the contrary, Congress has refused to deny welfare to 
strikers. 

5) Meager welfare payments far below regular wages 
provide no incentive to strikers to prolong strikes for 
unreasonable periods of time. 

6) The Supreme Court has, in two recent decisions, ruled 
against States which deny welfare on considerations other 
than need. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED : That the City of 
Romulus does herewith register its support for Alternative 
B as the only humane and-or practical method of treating 
needy and eligible persons.

Students participating in the 
Head Start Center for eight 
weeks, one day per week, 
were Michael Bradley, 
Theresa Brown, Jim Cot- 
tonham, Lynette Lewis, 
Margaret Haynes, and Jenifer 
MaWhorter 

The students met with Mrs. 
Burton for a briefing session, 
orientation and observation of 
the prqgram with staff, before 
working with the children. 

According To the in- 
structors, the activities of the 
total program include the 
daily planning with the staff 
and preparing the materials to 
be used for the day. By the 
time the children arrived, all 
were on deck to help the 
children ease into the 
program for the day. 

Each day begins with a 
work-play activity period with 
the children going to the ac- 
tivities of their choice: blocks, 
paint, finger paint, dramatic 
play, table work with crayons, 
scissors, and paste. 

The rooms are arranged in 
islands of interest with 
teachers, para-professionals, 
volunteer mothers and 


students from Romulus High 
School present to guide and 
instruct individual and small 
clusters of children in a 
variety of activities. All 
outdoor activity throbs with 
social interaction, including 
laughs, yells, cries and 
whines. 

After these activities, 
preparation for lunch begins. 
This involves putting away 
equipment and materials, 
removal of wraps, washing 
hands, and relaxing with a 
story, conversation, poetry, or 
music before the meal. A 
relaxed, happy atmosphere is 
important to successful 
mealtime. 

The teachers, volunteer 
mothers, and students sit at 
the tables with the children, 
eating the same food at the 
same time in a natural, 
relaxed way. This provides a 
good learning and emotional 
environment at the meal for 
development of good manners 
and eating habits. 

After a short story, or 
browsing through books, 
listening to records, or playing 
with unstructured materials, 
the students prepare to leave 
the Head Start Center for 
home. A para-professional 
accompanies the children by 
bus to their homes. 

After the departure of the 
children, the staff has the 
opportunity to evaluate the 
day’s program. Time also is 
spent in making home calls.
